THE ethnic influence over Australian 
Soccer cannot be denied. 

Some people are not happy about it. 
Others take the more realistic view that, 
without the support of migrant groups, 
in particular the Greeks, the sport would 
be dying on its feet. 

The so-called New Australians have 
brought many of their customs to this 
country but they should be warned that 
Melbourne is not Machester, Brisbane 
is not Bologna, Adelaide is not Alicante. 
What prompts these editorial thou- 
ghts? 5 - 

Kick-off times in the New South Wales 
Ampol Cup competition. 

Most games are played at night, mid- 
week or Sundays. And they are double- 
headers. 

A result is essential and that involves 
playing extra-time when the teams are 
level. It also means penalty-kicks are 
taken if extra-time fails to break the 
deadlock. 

So far so good. But the kick-off times 
are far too late for such an arrange- 
ment. On Sunday nights working men 
do not want to get home after midnight, 
facing the prospect of leaving again by 
6am or earlier to get to their jobs. 

At Melita Stadium a couple of weeks 
ago, the folly of these late kick-offs was 
apparent to everyone — except the 
people who run the show. 

Penrith played Auburn in the “early” 
match. It went into extra-time. Then we 
had a long, drawn-out, penalty-kicking 
match. 

The second match, scheduled for 
8.25, started at about 9.15. 

It also brought extra-time, between St 
George and Melita. Thankfully, there 
was no penalty-kick taking. 

The few spectators who stayed with 
the marathon double-header left the 
ground at around 11.15. Some reached 
home after midnight. 

When ASW complained to NSW Fed- 
eration president John Constantine, he 
was unrepentant. Indeed, he told us: 
“You cannot kick off earlier because it 
would be too hot for the players.” 

We reject that explanation. It’s non- 
sense. 

Nobody wants a return to the days 
when the Ampol Cup was played at 3pm 
when the heat is at its fiercest. 

But what is wrong with a 5pm or 5.30 
kick-off for the first game? And the 
opportunity for spectators to get a 
reasonable night’s sleep before going 
to work on the Monday? 

It is not just the fans who are incon- 
venienced by late kick-offs. 

Press men have to battle to get even 
the briefest of stories into the Monday 
Papers. At times, the second match 
finishes too late for even a result to be 
published on the Monday. 

Can the Federation afford to antagon- 
ise the media in this way? It certainly 
cannot squander the space which 
would be available for Ampol Cup re- 
ports if matches started earlier. 

Late kick-offs, like late dinner parties, 
are part of the European scene. People 
in Barcelona enjoy starting their meal at 
10pm or later. But it doesn’t happen 
very often in Wollongong. 

Sydneysiders, in the main, go to bed 
early and get up early. 

Soccer will have to remember this.
